We will add to them 
because we can, Of .he influence of these works 
on our life and artistié progréss there can be no 
question. Those still in private galleries are open 
to inspection. at times. ‘They have incited study.

But while we have been adding to our accumu- 
lations, we have been making progress in the 
development of talent.: More particularly have 
our sculptors gained recognition. It is current 
news that the two gruups of figures, “The Life of 
Huinanity,” by George Grey Barnard, an American, 
have created great enthusiasm in Paris. Designed 
for the portals of the Pennsylvania State Capitol, 
they will have the season’s place of honor at the 
Paris Salon, whose sélecting jury has declared 
they will take rank with the greatest works of 
art in the world. . Miss Kuhne Beveridge, an+ 
other Anierican sculptor, is also winning new 
laurels in Burope. 

Accusations. of general crudity and newness. 
from our Old-World critics, can serve only to 
‘amuse us, under such circumstances. We are a 
diverse nation, recruited from all sources, show- 
ing the influences of all the older civilizations, 
modified by the freshness and originality of a 
new and unique one. We have much to learn, of 
coursé. ‘We have yet to make our special knowl- 
edge, ability and talent general, but where else is 
there being riade such progress toward the at- 
tainment of the qualities expressive of the re- 
finements and the intellectual side of life? We 
reach in a decadé of effort a point of development 
which it has taken Europe centuries to gain.

AN IMPATIENT INTERRUPTION. 

‘A select committee of the Senate is making an 
inquiry into-the causes of the increased cost of 
living. Before this committee there appeared a 
Baltimore grocer named 8. K. Harrison. In re-7 
sponse to questions concerning the advance of 
prices he said his firm had been forced to quit 
handting. certain grades of groctries “because of 
the tariff.” Thereupon says the dispatch, “Mr. 
Smoot interrupted impatiently. The tariff had 
nothing to do with it. It was the pure food law.” 

This is a e where the expected happened. 
It was foretold in the Senate and by the press, 
that this inquiry into the increased cost of living 
would not be fairly conducted. Indeed in its 
original form the resolution of inquiry did not 
include an investigation of the effects of the 
tariff. It was the insistence of Democrats and of 
Progressive Republicans in the Senate supported 
by the independent press that compelled Aldrich 
to widen the scope of inquiry. There was then 
a promise that the committee would hear what 
business men have to say as to “e effect of the 
tariff. Now we see the result. The very first 
statement that the tariff has caused an advance 
in the price of groceries is met. by an impatient 
interruption from a member of the committee. 

It is evident the stand patters have gone into 
this a with their minds made up. They 
may, through fear of public criticism, restrain 
their impatience hereafter. We may = hear no 
mofe rude interruptions and contradictions of 
witnesses” But when the report is made up it 
will show the abimus of the committee. The 
advance in the cost of living, the exactions of 
the tariff, the extortions of the trusts, will all 
be attributed to the és food law, or to Halley's

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. A ROCKEFELLER SU GGESTION. 

Doubtless John D. Rockefeller is disappointed 
tn the reception of his plan to devote his great 
fortune to the promotion of human progress. 
Even those who concede the grandeur of his 
‘conception and the honesty of his motives, ques- 
tion the wisdom of his scheme. There is genera] 
Skepticism of the practical outcome of the plan, 
aid a widespread fear that it may become a 
menace, instead of a blessing, to the people of 
the United States. Sympathetic critics find. dan- 
géer in. the concentration of a great and increas- 
ing stim of wealth in the hands of trustees who 





obstruct rather than promote the welfare of man- 
kind. 

Mr. Rockefeller ought to change his plan. He 
ought to devote himself, his own talents and his 
Wealth to the service of mankind. It is proba- 
ble that he will have at least 10 years of effi- 
clent activity. What better way to spend it 
than in applying his great abilities and as much 
of his wealth as may be needed fo the solution 


feller is the master builder of the present system 
of business organization. He was the organizer 
‘of the first gréat monopoly trust, and has reaped 
the richest rewards.of the trust method of doing 
business, He is. too intelligent a man not to 
know that however valuable the development of 
the gigantic corporation may be as a contribu- 
tion, the problem of social organization for in- 
dustrial and commercial: purposes, in its-- pres- 
ent form and under individual control, it is a 
menace to human welfare. In this country how 
to control the big corporation; how to make it 
the servant instead of the master of the peo- 
ple is our, problem. The just distribution of 
wealth and the prevention of monopoly privilege 
is not only-our problem, but the ‘problem of the 
world. 

Mr. Rockefeller, as a business. man of fine hae’ 
pacity, must recognize this, and must know 


the profoundest problems of society. Let him 
apply the genius which has built the greatest 
corporate wealth-maker and the wealth, it has 
brought to him to the solution of the social 
problem. He can expend the money better than 


one of the best assets of his progress. Organiza- 
tion, personal service counts infinitely more in 
good will than the mere distribution of. money. 
Ten years of personal service to the practical 
problems of social progress on the part of Mr. 
Rockefeller would be worth more to him and. to 
society’ than a thouBand years of a charity en- 
dowment. If Mr. Rockefeller wants to win for 
himself the greatest hafpiness now possible, and 
the greatest amount of human appreciation,. let 
him personally enlist in the army of social 
workers, see t J

HERMIONE VON PREUSCHEN TELMAN. 

Hermione von Preuschen Télman is a German. 
a Baroness and a Painter. Count von Bernstoff, 
German Ambassador at Washington, is quoted as 
saying she is the greatest artist among ltving 
women. She has been touring America. She has 
seen all parts of the country and has formulated 
definite opinions of all that she has seen. Nor is 
she averse to expressing them. | 

Some of her public statements are these: ‘“‘New 
Yorkers have the deadly seriousness of children 
of 13 years. American women are more clever 
than men. They know beautiful things when they 
see them. The men are impossible. The women 
are frightfully conceited and have an awful un- 
originality in dress. All wear their hair in ex- 
actly the same manner. The most truly poetic 
thing in America is the stockyards in Chicago. 
It is like a scene from Dante. America is young. 
It is improving. Some day it will have <n origi- 
na] poet.” 

It may be said of the ladies of foreign lands 
who have pronounced judgment upon us, that 
they are like the ten virgins mentioned in the 
parable of whom five were wise and five were 
foolish. As to which class the Baroness von 
Preuschen Telman belongs we have an dpinion 
which it is unnecessary to express. New York 
has none of the seriousness of youth. From the 
Battery to the Bronx an intelligent observer can 
neither see nor hear anything save a senile gay 
ety that has, however, the charm of a cynicism 
content with money and a. good digestion. The 
American man is not a fool; he is the only man 
on earth clever enough to make his womenkind 
believe him to be one. In no kind of big talk 
or small, talk from love-making to diplomacy, 
has he ever been a clam. The American woman 
was never conceited. Her cleverness comes not 
from books. If she does not show an originality 
-of dress it is because she has observed the re- 
sults of such originality in the gowns of German 
women, and has profited by the warning. The 
stockyards of Chicago is not more like a scene 
from Dante than is a brewery in St. Louls; the’ 
one is the Inferno, the other the Paradise. And 
finally in Edgar Allen Poe America has already 
had an original poet.

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SOLDIER SLAYER 
WAITS FOR TAFT 
TO REPRIEVE HIM 


Execution, if Performed, Will 
Be First in Leavenworth 
Since Statehood. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., March 20.— 
Should the death penalty by hanging 
be executed on Charles O'Neill, now 
under sentence to. die March 29, capital 
punishment will have been inflicted in 
this city for the first time since Kansas 
was admitted to the Union. O’Nelll is a 
soldier in the regular army and efforts 
are being made to have President Taft 
reprieve the condemned man on account 
of his youth and other circumstances, 
connected with the slaying of his sweet- 
heart, Minnie Sharobeno, to which the 
prisoner confessed. 

O'Neill, not yet 25 years old awaits 
news from. Washington with hope, al- 
though there are many who do not be- 
lieve a commutation of sentence will 
be granted and the officers are quietly 
preparing for the execution. 


Petitions have Been circulated through-. 


out this city and State, asking the 
President to commute the death penalty 
to life’ imprisonment and the young sel- 


dier has been advised that nine. mem- 


bers of the jury which convicted him 
have signed the petition. In giving 
him this infermation the attorney who 
defendéd O'Neill wrote that he was do- 
ing the best he could to save his life, 
but for him to prepare for the worst. 
as he did not take a very hopeful view 
of the prospect. 

The murder for which O'Neill was con- 
victed was committed on the Fort Leav- 
enworth reservation, over which Federal 
laws have full contrel, and these pro- 
vide the death penalty for murder upon 
a Government reservation. Since his 
conviction, O’Neill appears to hgve been 
déserted by his family, ne word of any 
kind having come from his father and 
brother and this he feels keenly.

One 
morning last July he called upon her 
and they had a quarrel which ended 
in. O’Neill coming to the city and buy- 
ing a revelyer. : Upon his return to the 
fort the girl heard that he had made 
threats to kill her and the officer of 
the day was notified and he arrested 
O’ Neill.

HESE barges are delaying our game,”

It is rumored that this price was 
reached after spirited competition by 
prominent collectors and dealers. The 


mMearest bidder to Otto Kahn was that 


great collector, J. P. Morgan, who of- 
fered an. amount between $350,000 and 
$400,000 for the picture. 

This is not the first time Mr. Kahn 
has paid a record price. Not long ago 
it was reported that he had given $100,- 
000 for Romney's ‘““The Three Children of 
Capt. Little.” 
~ Another great price was that obtained 
through the scare that the British suf- 
fered recently, when the Duke of Nor- 
fol.. put up for sale the Holbein paint- 
ing of Christina, Duchess of Milan. As 
the picture was in the national gallery, 
public sentiment was so aroused against 
its sale to a foreigner that in a supreme 
effort the necessary $350,000 was raised 
and the picture was saved to England. 

In 1992 Benj. Altman of this city, it 
is said, paid $200.000 for two Rembrandts 
from the Kahn collection tn Paris. 

Dealers say the enormous rise in 
prices fer famous paintings, sdch as 
Reynolds’ “Duchess of Devonshire,” 
which was stolen, is artificial and {s due 
to publicity, apart from any real merit. 
In any case, Mr. Kahn paid a record 
price for a good ‘‘Hals.’’ Duveen broth- 
ers obtained it from Col. Warde. An 


ancestor of the Colonel had bought it 


at an auction in Dover street, London, 
fm 1769, when the estate of William Bris- 
tow was dispersed. It is said that Bris- 
tow came into possession of the painting 
in. 1747.

MUSEUM VISITORS 


Varied Collection of Ameri- 
can Work Shows Charac- 
terful Artists’ Efforts.

The spectal exhibition of American 
bronzes at the CityArt Museum is a 
delight to every type of visitor. If 
there are individuals so. constituted 
that they can not respond to the 
beautiful thought and feeling in these 
rworks, such peeple have not appeared 
in the art building acording to re- 
ports. 

So varied in theme and treatment, 
subject and personal points of view 
of many characterful artists—yet so 
consistent In their relation to Ameri- 
can ideality and to stardards of ex- 
quisite workmanship—are these works 
of art, that the collection affords un- 
limited enjoyment for observers who 
have the ‘seeing spirit—whether or 
not they have had any instruction in 
art technicalities. 

The collection also is a demonstra- 
tion that the plastic artists of this 
country are in the world's advance 
line, and this in itself is of absorb- 
ing interest to thousands of people in 
St. Louis. 

Art Influence of St, Louis. 

The American sculpture collection em- 
phasizes a value which the City Art Mu- 
seum possesses for St. Louls, and 
which seems to be more and more ap- 
preciated among. artists—its nationa! 
character and significance. The mu- 
seum is at once a means of enabling 
everyone to have the opportunity to 
revel in beautiful productions of the 
human hand and brain and also a 
means of bringing American art feeling 
out of chaos into consciousness. 

It is not of mere local attraction, but 
nation-wide influence. Interest in it ex- 
tends throughout the country.

It is one of the fine things about 
etchings, that they make it possible 
for the highest genius to be employed 
in the production of works which poor 
men can possess, that they permit the 
work of genius to be shared among 
many collections or homes, each own- 
er having abl the benefit of possess- 
ing a fine artistic creation, yet pay- 
ing but a smal! share of the expense. 

When it becomes generally appre-

Mr. Haushalter’s paintings are finely 
colored, some of them quite rich in-tone.

NEW YORK, March 19.~The Rey. 
Brother James (Mr. Hugh J. Carney), 
died at St. Vincent's Hospital yesterday 
morning. He had been ill for several 
years from diabetes. Blood poisoning 


was the immediate cause of death. 

Brother James joined the Christian 
‘Brotherhood in Montreal in 1855, and 
after the usual four years of pedagogi- 
cal training, was sent to the Brothers 
College in St. Louis. It may well be 
said of him ‘that~he found the college 
of brick and left it of marble. The 
pest years of his life were spent in 
building up the great imstitution of 
learning which stands out today so 
prominently on one of the finest boule- 
yards of the city. 

Brother James was in Rock Hill Col- 
lege, Baltimore, when the Civil War 
broke out and he often toid how one 
morning all the students of the senior 
class bade him good-bye, and left for 
the war, to a man Secessionists. Later, 
Brother James was transferred to Man- 
hattan College, this city. 

For six years he held the chair of 
mathematics at the College of Water- 
ford, Ireland, for which the Rev. Broth- 
er Jasper. obtained government recogni- 
tion and finaneial aid from the Balfour 
ministry. When he'returne@ to America 
in 1896, he was appointed professor of 
economics at Manhattan College—a po- 
sition which he held until failing health 
placed him, a year ago, on the retired 
list. 

Brother James was an eminent math- 
ematician. During his long teaching 
he had as students many men today 
prominent in the professorial, profes- 
sional and political world.

Until 1900, Springfield ranked below St. 
goseph in the list of Missouri cfties and 
was the fourth city of the State. The 
enumeration of that year, 23,267, was dis- 
appointingly small, but growth since has 
been rapid and it has for several years 
been believed that the city’s population 
was more than 30,000 and was even ad- 
vancing irito the 40,000 class. 

A movement for extension of the city’s 
boundaries to také In several tracks of 
suburban territory was begun last year 
and one proposal, which extended farth- 
er into the country than a majority of 
the people thought wise, ‘was defeated. 
The vote taken last Wednesday was 
on the addition of ‘several well built 
tracts, mostly to the south of the city, 
and: the proposal was carried by a ma- 
jority of 66, the voté being 1198 to 1142. 

The election was held on the day fol- 
lowing:.one at which a natural gas 
franchise was.voted ‘to the Barnsdall 
Rahat with only 33 opposing votes.

T. U., under the leadership of 
Mrs. Emily Hill, the Prohibition party 
and other organizations of similar pur- 
pose, Its slogan is “The Federated 
Church in Action.” | 

The campaign for the saloon is being 
conducted under the name of the 
United States Manufacturers’ and Mer- 
chants’ Association, of which Cooper 
Lyon, Western agent of the Bishop & 
Babcock Co., is secretary and Nathan 
A. Cole is afrector. It is supported by 
the United Breweries and by the United 
Societies for Local Self-Government— 
a central body of the foreign-born so- 
cleties of Chicago, heafled by Alderman 
Anton J. Cermak.

Acres Are Reclaimed by 
Levee Work. —

Deputy Labor Commissioner 
Reports Projects in Almost 
Every River Section. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 19.—Rec- 


lamation and levee work is booming in 
Missouri, according to ‘information col- 


lected by John H. Nolen, Deputy Labor 
Commissioner, In nearly every section 
of the State people are undertaking 
drainage and levee work and will re- 
claim thousands of ‘acres, some of 
which will readily’ sell for $100 to $12 
an acre. 

The reclamation work in Missouri re- 
ceived a big impetus from the ihcerest 
Gov. Hadley has taken in it and his 
public utterances. It was upon his rec- 
ommendation that levee districts were 
organized along the Missouri River in 
a number of counties to guard against 
the annual overflow. He will ask the 
next Legislature, he says, to enact laws 
deemed necessary to the prosecution and 
completion of the gigantic work of gen- 
eral reclamation. The Governor was 
greatly impressed by the drainage work 
in Southeast Missouri. 

Report on Drainage Projects. 
To indicate the scope of the reclama- 

tion and drainage work the following is 
taken from the report Nolen is com- 
piling. 

The new channel in the Chariton 
District is 33% miles long from the 
Missouri river to a point where it 
crosses the Chariton-Macon County 
line. The old river ehannel that 
_Grained the sameé territory was 290 
miles iong. The work was begun in 
1906 aad completed during 1909. 

The mew channel has a fall of 18 
inches to the mile, while the old 
bed of the river had @ fall of only 
two inches. It is estimated the new 
channel will discharge 10,000,000 cubic 
feet of water an hour into the Mis- 
souril river when the stream is run- 
ning bank full. It is 16 feet wide 
at the bottom, 45 feet wide at the 
top, and 15 feet deep, The. new chan- 
nel will prevent overflow. 

At -least 33,000 acres of low land 
has been reclaimed by this enter- 
prise, and.fully 12,000- acres more, 
further back from the rivér, “has 
been improved. Heretofore this low 
land was worth from $15 to $25 per 
acré, but the farmers now value it 
at two and three times these prices. 

Considerable dredging hag bééen 
done in Bates County, meat the head 
waters of the Osage “River. One 
ditch was completed last year near 
Butler. Sections one and two of the 
drainage ditch have a combined 
length of 234% miles; and they take 
the place of a former channel, 71 
miles long. The width at the top is 
64 feet and at the bottom @ feet. The 
.Gepth is 12 feet. Another section is 
400 feet wide at the top, 6 feet at 

the bottom and is 18 feet deep. The 

three sections cost $340,000, and 31,360 
‘acres are drained. The land former-' 

ly seid from $8 to $12 an acre. It 

now is worth $20 to $35. The Miami 
district is ‘six miles long, contains 

24,000 acres and connects with the 

larger district described above. 

' Drainage Cost $4 an Acre. | 

The Nishnabotna district, *in Atchi- 
son County, Was completed eight 
years ago, which has given sufficient 
time to test the resutts, says the re- 
port. The ditch extends from Phelps 
City south, about nine miles, and 
connects. with the Missouri River 
near the town of Nishnabotna. When 
completed, the new channel was 322 
feet wide at the top and 10 feet deep. 
In the eight years of its existence, 
the water as widened it to 100 feet 
and doubled the original depth. 

The district. contains 13,000 acres 
and cost $60,000, or less than #4 an 
acre. The land, before being drained, 
was almost valueless. It now is 
worth from $100 to $125 an acre. 

Squaw Creek Drainage District No. 
2, also in Atchison County, was com- 
pleted at a cost of $30,000 in 1906, and 
drains 19,200 acres. 

Plans have been matured for drain- 
ing 100,000 acres of low land in the 
southern part of Butler County at 
@ cost of $279,000. The new channel 
will be 25 feet at the top, 8 feet at 
the bottom and 7 feet deep. The 
land, in its present conuition, is use- 
less. 

Another proposed district in the 
same county contains 180,000 acres 
and the estimated cost for réclaim- 
ing the land is $000,000. So far neo 
Gefinite pians have been worked out. 

Twe drainage districts have been 
completed and 2,000 acres of land 
reclaimed in Carroll County. The

PRICE REFORM FAILS 


Granting of Franchise Is Said 
to Give Old Company ., 
Firmer Grip.

A question of “business 
prompted the Aldermen of the East St. 
Louis City Council to grant the 10-year 
street lighting contract to the Consum- 
ers’ Electric Light & Power Company at 
$70 a light per year while sealed bids, 
one of which was lower, lay unopened 
on the clerk’s table, according to the 
statement yesterday of a high East Side 
official, who requested that his name 
be not used. 

The granting of the contract was the 
result of a scheme begun a yar ago 
to furnish competition te compel the 
light monopoly to reduce the price of 
street lights, according to this official, 
but in the end it only gave the monoply 
a firmer grip. Tne zormation of the 
Consumers’ company by Dr. A. A. Mc- 
Brien, health inspector of East, St. 
Louls, and. son-in-law of Mayor Cook; 
W. H. Hauss, a friend of Chief of Po- 
lice Purdy, and A. C. Etnstein of St. 
Louis, an expert on preparing fran- 
chises, was the firs* step in the competi- 
tive direction. 

Bid Is 870 a Light. 

The aid of the city administration to 
the Consumers’ comprny was to get 
competitive bids for the renewal! of the 
light contract when it expired March 1; 
the official said.. When bids were asked 
for, certain rigid specifications were 
made concerning the lights te be used 
intended to give better light to the city. 
It was also provided that the wires in 
the business section be placed unuwer- 
ground. 

When the bids were opened the Con- 
sumers’ bid was $70 a light. The Citi- 
izens’ Electric Light & Power Co., the 
monopoly, bid on. a sliding scale ap- 
proximating $70. Both bids were re- 
jected and new bids asked for. The 
question of “business honor’’ was then 
presented to the aldermen at a caucus 
in which representatives of the Con- 
sumers’ company contended that it was 
unjust to make it “show its hand” in its 


bid, and then allow the monopoly an- 
other bid for the contract. 


Aldermen Converted. 


dermen and converted them to the Con- 
sumers’ company’s claims, and resulted 
in Alderman J. I. Brown making the 
motion at the next meeting to recon- 
sider the actioh rejecting the bids. . A 
recess was then taken. 

During. the intermission, the action in 
a caucus of the lighting committee, as 
explained, by Alderman Eckert, who 
made a fight to have the ‘new sealed 
bids opened, was almost too fast for 
him to keep up with. Alderman Grimes 
also desired that the, new bids be 
opened, but when it came to a vote be- 
tween the new and old companies voted 
In favor of the Consumers’ company, 
because- he explained it would save 
monev for the city. 

A few minutes later the Council gave 
the contract to the Consumers’ com- 
pany, 

Concerning the action, Alderman Eck- 
ert told a Post-Dispatch reporter: | 

“The aldermen wanted to give the 
contract to the Consumers" company. 
The saving to the taxpayers was not 
considered. The aldermen had reason to 
believe that the new bids were lower 
than the first bids tubmitted and were

The Society of Equity 
meets in joint session with the Farm- 
ers’ Union of the South in St. Louis 
on May 2—8. 

Eggs are now se accessible that a 
dozen of the treasurers may be ran- 
somed from cold storage with a week's 
‘salary, and hogs on the hoof refuse to 
budge for less than $11 a hundred. 
Within the next month the consumer 
’ may be complaining: ““‘Who can eat an 
Irish “potate? for it’s rrice is greater

Society Abhors Low Prices. 

The Society of Equity declares that 
the price of potatoes is now too low, 
because of excessive marketing with- 
in the last 30 days. Its remedy for 
this melancholy state of things is to 
withhold the tuber crop until the 
consumer is ready to pawn his scarf 
pin for a dish of German-fried po- 
tatoes. 

If the farmer has his way, Mr. Mil- 
Honaire, haying something to square 
with his wife, will say: 

“Come on out, dearie, and I'l) treat 
you to a real cold boiled potato.”

The 
father of the resohutions, Bert Ball, ad- 
mitted that his project “sounds some- 
thing like a fairy tale,’’ but insisted that 
it is practicable. The resolution was 
not acted upon, but was referred to the 
Executive Committee, 

The association has 140 members al- 
ready, all of whom are downtown prop- 
erty owners. They elected the follow- 
ing officers at yesterday‘s meeting: F. 
C. Bonsack, president; H. H. Huessler, 
first vice-president; C. D. Gregg, second 
vice-president; W. F, Funsten,. third 
vice-president; A. D. Cunningham, 
treasurer, and Charles M. Cherry, sec- 
retary. ' 

The members of the Executive Com- 
mittee are L. D. Dozier, Fred Mersman, 
W. BH. Beckmann,, Edward F. Scharff, 
5. H. Albrecht and William G. Mueller.

The skin complete- 
ly encloses the or- 
gans and’-tigsues of 
the body, and the 
skin is a non-condue- 
tor, and therefore an 
im -crtant insulatory 
covering. But water 
is a very good conductor, and immersion in 
water deprives the skin of some of its insulatory 
powers. This results in the escape of bodily elec- 
tricity. Strong persons’ have enough and to 
spare, and so they do not notice its loss; but it 
ls different with the weakly and debilitated. 


An tmportant part of the skin’s anatomy is a

set of glands whose function it is to secrete a. 
lubricating material. 


This makes the skin soft 
and supple and at the same time increases its 
non-@nductivity. Too much soaping and scrub- 
bing removes this and leaves the organism im- 
perfectly insulated and much more sensitive to 
atmospheric changes than if it were present in 
normal amount. Long-distance swimmers know 
this, hence the care they take to oil themselves 
thoroughly before they enter the water tor a 
long swim. 

The s*in is a seif-cleansing organ. Its surface 
is composed of flattened cells resting on other 
cells which are less and less flattened the deeper 
we go into the tissue. The uppermost layer is 
constantly, though for the most part impercepti- 
bly coming away. ' 

Now,~by soaking in water, that is, staying in 
the bafh, these surface cells absorb water, swell 
up and die. One has only .to rub.oneself after 
a bath and they come away in li.tle rolls. These

As strange as it may seeni, when the babies 
are given away, none of them have other than 
Christian names. When possible to obtain their 
other names, officers of the home do so, but this 
is something that is not disclosed to the parties 
who adopt the children. 

Most .of the little folks are “doorstep” babies. 
Few people who are called-out late at night, or 
early in the morning to find a baby on the door- 
step care to keep the little thing. The result 
is they telephone the Detention Home and an at- 
tendant responds and takes the baby away. Of 
these babies, little is known of the parentage, 
nor ig there much effort made to find out the 
identity of the parents. 

At the home, these babies are given first names 
and when adopted, they take the name of the 
foster parent.

Most of the children at St. Ann’s have one 
parent living and are left at the institution 
to be cared for. After thcy are 5 years of 
age they are sent back to the. parent or 
passed on to another ingtitution for older 
children.

s At various times since 1901 Mr. Wilson had 
beeri made happy by the arrival at his home of 
twins, triplets, triplets a second time, and quad- 
ruplets. Both Mr. and Mrs. Wilson love babies 
devotedly, and Mr. Wilson was intensely proud 
of each new lot of additions to his home. 

When the first set of triplets was- born in 1901 
a telegram announcing the fact was sent to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, who responded with congratula- 
tions and sent to each child a photograph of him- 
self and signed by his own hand. 

This was repeated when the second set arrived, 
President Roosevelt expressing himself as highly 
delighted. But his delight did not approach that 
of Mr. Wilson, who decorated the cribs of the 


three babies with flowers and ribbons and never 


tired of fondling them and exhibiting them to 
bis friends. 

Two weeks ago, however, when the quadruplets 
arrived, the joy of the supposed father was turned 
to grief when Mrs’ Wilson confessed that neither 
the twins, the two sets of triplets nor the quad-

Wilson apparently had nosuch intention when 
she imposed upon her husband. In fact, she not 
only defends her action, but argues for the justi- 
fication of substitution rather than adoption, 
urging her belief that it is better for everybody 
concerned. . 

“Had I accepted a money consideration for the 
adoption of the children my attitude might have 
justified adverse criticism,” she said in a recent 
interview. — 

“As it was, however, the only money concerned 
in the transaction is- what I have paid, or will 
eventually have to pay, for the maintendnce and 
education of the children; and so I can hardly 
be accused of mercenary motives. _ 

“No, my real.and only motive was the love ! 
hold for babies, and my desire to bring joy to my 
husband’s heart. True, I had three children al- 
ready, twins and Ethel, the sole survivor of the 
triplets. But those three are grown up now and 
will soon be going to school. They are no longer 
babies, and it’s babies that I love, babies my 
husband adores. I love their cooing and their 
smiles, their chuckling and their prattle—and 
this, too, is what my husband dotes on. 

“Legal adoption is all very well in its way, but 
it does not give the joy of successful substitu- 
tion. The baby grows up in the belief that she 
is no different to any other person, the husband 
never has any reason to doubt the wisdom of his

ow that the time would come when 

( Yor acting would be criticized and judged 
that of the regular stage. 
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and listen. to the comment. And when they ap- 
plaud—you’ve no idea how strange it all seems 
and how much real happiness it means to me. 
I do not believe any artist glories more in the 
plaudits of an audience to which she is visible 
and can acknowledge than I do in the applause 
of-the people who see me only in pictures.. Once 
I was recognized by some one in the audience 
while I was watching my own pictures and it 
was simply awful. The word spread that I was 
in the theater, and I was fairly mobbed for 
autographs. The first time I ever saw myself 
in a moving-picture was terribly disappointing. 
I looked clumsy to myself. My work seemed full 
of faults. It was annoying. I felt like going up 
to the picture on the screen and saying, ‘You 
goose, why didn’t you do it this way instead of 
that way?” 

“In what sort of pictures do you like to ap- 
pear?” 

“I love the ones where I can ride horseback. 
I was born in Hamilton, Ontario, and from the 
very earliest time can remember I was always 
riding. The folks used to say that they never 
waited meals on me if they knew I was horse- 
back, for I'd rather ride than eat. When I am 
riding before the moving-picture camera, I really 
forget the picture and everything else. And I 
always act\ better in such scenes because I am 
not.acting at all. I am just having fun.” 

Another of the difficulties of the moving-pic- 
ture actors is the public performance of their 
plays in public places, in the streets of large 
cities and smal] ones, in vacant lots, on- the 
steps of public buildings and other places where 
crowds congregate and laugh or applaud or jeer 
as the spirit moves them. 

“Do the idle crowds that gather about when 
you are performing in the open annoy you?” 
Miss Lawrence was as’ed. 

“Oh, no, not particularly,” she replied. “Chil: 
dren often dulight in getting in front of the cam- 
era but I have found that grownups generally re- 
gard the proceedings. with good nature and a 
good deal of interest. Sometimes, however, they 
are inclined to laugh and say and do things that 


‘would ‘rattle’ a nervous actor, and then it is hard 


to forget the surroundings and play the part as 
called for.:’ 

When she was asked if she received “mash” 
notes such as are written to vaudeville. perform- 
ers and the women of the dramatic theaters and 
the musical shows Miss Lawrence flushed and 
laughed. 


“Do I?” she exclaimed. “Just look at these!” 
She produced from a large box bundle‘after bun- 
dle of letters, notes, picture postcards and what 
not.. There were a lot of letters from boys and 
girls who were stage-struck for moving-picture 
show acting, who wanted-:to know what school of 
dramatic art she would advise; notes from daz- 
zlied youth and moneyed bachelors and fickle 
married men and merry widowers .pledging ever- 
lasting love and devotion; a surprising number 
of requests from autograph hunters, even offers 
of marriage from men who claimed enough com- 
bined wealth to pay the national debt. There 
were letters from coast to coast, from Canada,

from Russia where, by the way, American mov- 
ing-pictures are extremely popular. 


“Tt may seem foolish, but [ keep them all,” said 
Miss Lawrence.

pra‘tice was broken by an incident which fur- 
nished me with a remarkable study.

they have done wisely, although in many cases 
a profitable business or growing profession had 
to be abandoned in order to come to the uni- 
versity to start over again. 

Dr. Daniel W. B. Kurtz, Jr., received his degree 
in medicine at the University of Missouri nine 
years ago. He had always dsired to become a 
lawyer, but he studied medicine because of his 
father’s desire. He practiced medicine at. Parsons, 
Kan,., until he had saved sufficient money. He 
sold out his practice last year and entored the 
University as a freshman in the School of Law. 
When Mr. Kurtz took his first course in the 
university, his father compelled him to be eco- 
nomical. Now he has the distinction of being 
the only student in the university that owns an 
automobile. He has become a member of a fra- 
ternity and is one of the most fashionable 
students. 

“I might have continued to practice medicine, 
and made money, but I had always desired to 
become a lawyer, and when I had sufficient money 
I returned to the university to take the course 
I desired,” said Dr. Kurtz when questioned as to 
his reasons for entering the university at 35 years 
of age. 

Elmer E. Vanatta, was until three years ago 
a farmer at Vandalia, Mo. He sent his son Earl 
to the university to take the agricultural course. 
Earl wrote such glowing letters home about his 
course *t Columbia that Mr. Vanatta rented out 
his fine farm in Audrain County, moved to Col- 
umbia and entered for the course in agriculture. 
Although his son Earl, who is z) years old, or 
three years less than half his father’s age, had 
a year the start of him, Vanatta senior soon over- 
took his son, and this year for the first time in 
the history of the university, a father and son 
will stand together in the graduating class and 
both receive-degrees o* Bachelor of Science in 
Agriculture at tLe same time. Mr. Vanatta will 
nobably become a teacher in some of the de- 
partments here at Columbia. 

Of the 200 students in the short course at the 
College of Agriculture there is one woman, Mrs. 
Henry C. Dammer of Krakow, Franklin County. 
iMrs.. Dammer is 63 years’old. She caine to the 
University of Missouri for a short course in poul- 
try-ralsing and dairying. Her husband coula not 
come, and she came, she says, in his place. Mrs. 
Dammer was born and reared in St. Louis, where 
she lived for 25 years at 1730 Preston place. Her 
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husband was the assistant manager of a roofing 
and electrical works, but three years ago they 
moved out upon a farm near Krakow, 60 miles 
southwest from St. Louis. 

“Mr. Dammer’s health had failed,” she said, 
“and I was tired of the city. ‘e wanted to 
raise poultry and make butter for tne city market 
and so we bought the Los Arroyos farms. Neither 
of us knew much about the poultry or dairying 
business and we found the agricultural papers un- 
reliable, and so I came to schooland I am lcearn- 
ing here. 

Mrs. Dammer says that she has never been to 
college before but that she likes being a college 
“girl,” 

F. W. Cooke came all the way from Healds- 
burg, Cal., to enter’ the School of Journalism at 
the University of Missouri. He is 50 years old 
and was for a number of years proprietor of 
the Healdsburg Tribune. He has worked on 
newspapers in San Francisco,and Los Angeles 
for 20 years or more but he had never beer to 
college. Last year he saw his chance. He had 
made provision for a few years’ relaxation from 
newspaper management and he sold his Healds- 
burg paper and. at the opening of the second 
semester last year entered the University of 
Missouri. He came with his wife and son and 
Mrs. Cooke presides as matron of Dana House, 
the home for journalist students at the University 
of Missouri. The son attends the Columbia High 
School. 





Mr. Cooke isa college student. He meets with 

the fellows and participates in school politics 
and school affairs with as much enthusiasm as 
the younger fellows. He expects to be here four 
years and when he returns to California, it is 
his ambition to become the proprietor of a larger, 
stronger paper, and this he believes he can do 
with his fresh college training. At least he will 
have attained his lifelong ambition of spending 
four years in college. 
, Alfred V. Hamilton of Bismark, Mo., a student 
in the College of Arts and Science is 47 years 
old. Mr. Hamilton was graduated in 1884 from 
the Southeastern State Normal School at Cape 
Girardeau and was superintendent of the Cape 
Girardeau city schools for three years. He has 
had seven years’ experience ir Texas as teacher, 
principal and superintendent of schodls. Then 
he spent nine years in Newport, Mena and De 
Queen, Mo. 

“I longed for more time,” he says. “I wanted 
to spend a few years in the University of Mis- 
souri. It has always been my ambition, but this 
was not possible until last spring. I made it 


possible then. Mrs. damilton camie with ine and 
she is. the matron at the new building of the 
University of Missourt Young Men’s Christian 
Association. I shall remain here until I complete 
work for the degrees of B, S. in education and 
A.M. My ambitidn is to‘engago in some college 
or university work or work as superintendent 
of public schools.” 

R. B. Williams, 38. years old gave up & law 
and real estate business of seven years’ stand- 
ing, rented three farms in Macon Coufity fo ten- 
ants and moved to Columbia last month with his 
wife and three children because he wanted to 
be a college student, He is . ireshman in the 
School of Law. j 

Mr. Williams read kw during summer vaca- 
tions when he was @ country school teacher sev- 
eral years ago, He practiced w until the Legis- 
lature passed a law requiring a State bar ex- 
amination for lawyers. It was ‘nen that he de- 
termined upon a university education. .He has 
fitted up a typical student’s rcor Students’ 
lamps, reference books, a vpewriter, wastepape* 
basket and student table are the furnishings 
He hopes to complete his’ course in two years. 

This tendency of older persons to enter the 
university for courses is growing nore pronounced 


as the university is becoming better known ‘ 


among the people of the State. It is especially 
noticed in the College of agriculture where it is 
not infrequent for farmers from 40 to 60 years 
of age to enter the university. Most of them take 
the short agricultural course. 

Often in the same class are students 16 years 


old and students 45 years old doing the same 


work, and candidates for the same degree, James 
Peck, of Columbia, has the honor of being the 
youngest student in the university. Younz Peck 
is only 15 years old. He is a freshman in the 
College of Arts and Science. There are 28 
students in the different departments of the uni- 
versity who are but 16 years old. Fourteen are 
boys and the rest are co-eds. 

The average age of the studeuts of the uni- 
versity according to ths records of the university 
registrar is 21 years 7 months, It is said to be 
less than the average age of students at neigh- 
boring state universities, but is gradually grow- 
ing higher as the tendency for older persons to 
enter the university grows.

in the United States. It still stands. a had cost about $2,000,000 for $750, and closed 
monument to an enterprise that was the refinery forever, throwing 600 workers

This is the 13-story building 
of the Belcher Sugar Refining Co. at Main and 
Lewis streets. — 

In its youth the building was a great curiosity, 
and yisitors to St. Louis classed it with Forest 
Pa. «, Shaw’s Gardens and the breweries as am 
attraction. “It had anocher claim to interest as 
being close to the celebrated Belcher well, ep- 
proximately 3000 feet deep, which had L.en dug

In 1883, when the refinery was built, the tallest 
office structure in the city was the Gay Building 
in Pine street, which was seven stories high, 
while the majority of the buildings that were 
at that time thought to be first class were only 
four stories.

ED" Dishes You May Like if You Fre . 
Brave Enough to Try Them 


UTCH cooking is simple and econom- 
ical. Here are some attractive recipes 
which Neltje Van Leeuwen is using 
to tempt the jaded appetites of New 

Yorkers. This Holland maiden does most of 
her cooking in a three-story steamer and 
uses earthenware utensils almost exclusively. 


RWTEN SOEP (PEA SOUP) .— Take 1 


pint of split pease and two quarts of” 


water and soak them over bight. Next dey 
boil very slowly for four or five hours. 
Meanwhile, after cleaning thoroughly in 
warm water. cut up one pig’s foot in sm/il 
pieces, Add 5 cents’ worth of soup greens, 
consisting of a sprig of parsley, a bit of cel- 
ary root, one potato and a very+small turnip 
if ‘desired. - Boil the meat until tender, then 
season with salt and pepper. Owing to the 
Amount of gelatine in the meat the goup will 
be ‘quite thick, It can be thinned If desired, 
This will serve from six to eight persons 


8S" PINAZIE SOEP (SPINACH SOUP) .—~ 
Take 5 cents’ worth of spinach and 
wash thoroughly. Boll with two quarts of 
water. After boiling one hour, strain the 
spinach out through a collander and hash 
it up, very, very fine. Rub five tablespoon- 
fuls of flour into the sathe amount of but- 
ter in @ saucepan. As the butter melts stir 
in the flour and gradually add the spinach 
water, and finally the spinach. Add either 
one quart of milk or one pint of cream, a 
tiny bit of pepper and @ little salt, though 
but little is needed, as the soup fs one .that 
requires little seasoning. Boil up and serve. 
fe bine oo FROM LANMB AND TURNI? 
(LAMB STEW) .—This is very good, 
nourishing luncheon dish. Take a pound and 
a half of lamb chops or the same amount of 
eee b and have aeoand 
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the market in large pieces. Boil ‘until tender. 
Boil separately potatoes and half a medium- - 
sized turnip. When tender, add to the stew. 
Then in a baking dish put a layer of meat 
and season, then a layer of vegetables, and 
eo on until the dish is filled. . Pour over a 
little of the meat broth, amd cover; the top 

with bread crumbs and small pieces of butter. 
Rake two hours slowly. 


ZVULDE UIEN (STUFFED ONIONS) -~— 
This is a typical Dutch dish and @ very 
delicious one. Take six big Spanish onions 
and cut in halves. Boil about five minutes, 
or until tender. Then take half a pound of 
beef, a quarter pound of pork and a half 
pound of ~veal, all chopped fine, and some 
stale bread that has béen soaked until soft 
in warm water, 
and pepper, mix with the bread crumbs thor- 
oughly, taking care that-there are no lumps 
of bread left in, the mixture. Remove the 
hearts of the onions and fill the centers with 
the force meat. Lay in 4@ shallow baking 
dish, cover the onions with bits of butter, 
fill the dish to the tons of the onions With 
water and allow to bake in the éven until 
quite done, which will take about half an 
hour. Serve with mashed potato. 
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
